Majeſties Perſon andGovernment, which wicked and indeed altogether Un- 

chnſtian-like Praiſes, we have in divers Petitional Remonſtrances, de- 
clared our utter diſaffection to, and deteſtation of. 

And moreover,theſe rumoured Rebellions have not onely been laid upon 
us in a way of Scandal and Reproach, but we are alſo expoled upon this ac- 

| count, to many other Indignities, Loſſes, 2nd Inconveniencies, by Impri- 
ſonments, and other like Grievances, as if we had jndeed been criminal, in 
thoſe ſo much by us deſpiſed ProjeQs. 

The confideration of which Grievances, May it pleaſe your Majeſty, to- 
oether with the Remembrance of your Worthy Princely Promiſes, and 
Clemency to us vouchſafed in times paſt,in order.to our Eaſe and Protect» 
on from thoſe Oppreſſions, and very grievous Impolitions, by ſome of your 
Majeſties Deputies, exerciſed upon us ( which we dehre to mention hete 
with ſuch a grateful mind, due and humble thankfulneſs, as bzcomes peace- 
able and faithful Subjes, in that behalf ) as alſs the clear evidence of our 
own Conſciences in point of Innocency, as to the evils premiſed, had in- 
deed created inns, your poor ſuffering Subjeas, freſh reſolutions humbly 
to have Remonſirated our Sufferings to your Majeſty, as alſo to perfift in our 
wonted Importunicies and nnens, for the accompliſhment of what 
your Royal Self was pleaſed Vetbally to Indulge unto us,when by yourCle- 

' mency we were admitted into your Royal Pretence ; yet ſo, May it pleaſe 


ou , as that 'we therein alwaies deſired to. have our eyes towards 
Him, ir > hands are the hearts of Kings ; and truely this our humble 
purpoſe was got to that maturity, as had not our Remonſtrance it ſelf been 
[ua @by a Patty of Horſe, and our ſelves at the ſame time Impffſoned,it 
mighrhave been preſented to your Princely hands ſome Months ago. 
our Innoceney to your Majeſty and the whole Nation, we have met with 
your Majefties Lead yo 26th, of December 1662. the thorow per- 
uſal and conſideration whereof, hath in a meaſure turned our meurnful Re- 
monſtrance , as it were into an Hymn of Praiſes to the Moſt High, who (we 
hope) hath put it ſo ſeaſonably into your Princely heart, to renew all thoſe 
your Royal Engagements, and Promiſes, which fith it hath pleaſed God 
to bring ſs perfeZtly to your Majefties Remembrance, we hope it may be an 
encouragement miniſtring comfort to all patient Sutferers, and of concern- 
ment to thoſe, who have in this reſpe&, been too incredulous touching your 
Majeſty, which peradventure bath proceeded from their not weighing pub- 
lick affay herwiſe than they appeared immediately to correſpond 'with 
their paftrs aſe and quiet. 

But now, may it pleaſe your Majeſty, we hope that both our ſelves and 
®thers will be abundantly ſatisfied, that there was a Principle of Truth in 


Jour Royal heart, antecedent to thoſe worthy Engagements, the convincing 


appearance whereof, will yet more lively appear, When they hall branch 
forth themſelves in ſuch an AR, as your Majeſty hath ſo ſolemnly promi- 
ſed to promote, to the great content of all men certainly, ſave ſuch as bave

Finally, May it pleaſe your Majeſty, we have onely theſe things to teſti- 
fie and requelt in all humility before your Majeſty (viz. ) That as we have 
formerly declared our Re(clution (in the ſtrength of God) to live peace- + 
ably, andeither in a paſſive or active ſort, obediently under your Govern- 
ment ; ſo upon the occaſion of the late Reproaches caſt upon us, we de 
hereby once more ſincerely declare the ſame Relolution to remain in us. 
And as touching matters of Religion, we judge what we have therein re-- 
ceived, to be as pretious.as ever, and ſo as much reſolved to continue the 
ſame ( through Chriſt ftrengtheningus, as ever } which we humbly hope 
our Majeſty will not deem as an at of diſloyalty; and we are the 1ather 
induced to believe this, from your Majeſties own conſtrugkion of our Third 
Petition, Where your Words are thus recorded ( viz.) That you were ſatis- / 


| fied your Lincolnſhire Petitioners were 4 peaceable People, and gool Subje&s; 


which tearm, good Subjetts, ( we conceive ) could not have reſpe& ro our 
relinquiſhing our Religion ( the Heads whereof were long before preſent- 
ed to your Princely hands) tor your Majeſty knew right well, that at that 
very time we were in your Majeſty's common Goal of Lincoln, for that we 
could-not conform to the Church of England as now eftablithed, 

Wherefore in all humble Submiſhon, we do earneſtly beſeech your Ma- 
jelly, that it may pleaſe you to haſten the Deliverance of your innecenc 
ſuffering Subjexts ; who ( theugh Innocent) are yet Impriſonedin your 
Majeſty's common Goal at L:nco/n,as well as in ſeveral other Places of your 
Dominions : As alſo that the intollerable Burdens that lies upon us by the 
Proceedings of the Commiſlary Courts, may be removed, which truly are 
ſuch, as if your Majeſty do not remed » Will in a very ſhort time bring 
us, our poor Wives and innocent Children to utter Ruin ; for we are al- 
ready by means thereof brought in great traits. Our Neighbours and 
near Relations are afraid of us, and dare not deal with us, for fear of their 
Excommunications. But that we be not further tedious, we do in all Hu- 
millity preſent theſe our ſad Sufferings, Reſolutions and Supplications to 
your Princely Conſideration , humbly beſeeching your. Majelty, togrant 
your poor innocent ſuffering Subjets the Fruition of your Princely Fa«
